Th'f pro(!nction commences with tho 
statement that "the war is to be prosecuted 
hereafter, as heretofnre. for the object of 
practically restoring the C institutional rola- 
t'ons between tho UnitPi) States nr<i\ the peo- 
ple thereof in which States that jolnti '" may 
he,oris. suspended or disturbed."

termination to declare the slaves of 
States, which may be in rebellion In 1863, 
forever free. This is total and ancoudition- 
al emancipation, without previous prepara- 
tion — emancipation of nearly four millions 
of human beings, who are totally unfit for 
the new poeition In which they will thus be 
placed. If we may judge from the indica- 
tions siready given in some parts of the 
North, is it likely that our people will toler- 
ate the iiifliix of negroes, which will set in 
upon us in the event of this proclamation 
beins carried into practical operation? In 
the rrebi.lent's own State, as we have seen, 
the people prohibited, by special enactment, 
all nesroes from entering within the limits 
of the State, while in other parts of the 
North the working classes have manifested 
the most determined opposition to negro 
immigration from the Sonth. 

We have already had riots in several cities 
between the whites and blacks, and the 
President has himself admitted, in a con- 
versation which he had some weeks ago 
with the members of a colored deputation, 
'■the white race suffers from the presence of 
the ne-roes among them, and that this af- 
fords a reason why we should be separated." 
The separation of which be speaks is that 
which would be effected by colonization, an 
undertaking that, we think, will be admitted 
by every candid and impartial mind as 
utterly impracticable. We have shown 
ouce before that the free negroes of the 
country are opposed to this system of colon- 
ization, if the fact that only twelve thousand 
of theiu have omijirated in forty-two years 
to the black republic of Liberia be taken as 
evidence. If they are, therefore, unwilling 
to lend their co-operation to this scheme of 
colonization, shall we force them into it 
against thair free will? Why, this of itself, 
would be redacing tbem to slavery; for if 
they an not at liberty to follow their own 
inclinations In this respect, they certainly 
can not be called free. ****** 

But, let us ask. is it not time to abandon 
these impracticable theories — these '•inoper- 
ative" measures? They hive already cost 
the country over two hundred thousand

Let us again ask, what are we to do with 
the millioi^^ of whites who either owned or 
were dependent upon slare property for the 
means of sBbeistenee? These ara problems 
which we think will be fonnd rather difiS 
cult of solntion by our greatest statesmen 
— that is, if the race of American statesmen 
has not already run out. If we ptirsne this 
matter stil! further, wo will find ourselves 
involved in greater and more serious con- 
sideration to which ic is entitled by its in- 
fluence on the fnture condition of the Repub- 
lic by its terrific importance. 

The proclamation is only to be carried 
into effect in the event of the disloyal States 
persisting in their present attitude of hostil- 
ity toward the Government after the first of 
January next. It will hardly he supposed 
by any sane mind that a belligerent ami de- 
termined enemy will not be rendered still 
more fiercely in earnest by the inangnration 
of a war policy that threatens the destruc- 
tion of every thing that is of value to them 
on this earth — for, if carried into successful 
operation, such a policy can only result in 
the di.-niption of the v/hole social system of 
tho South, involving its inhabitants, both 
white anil black, both bond and free, in gen- 
eral anarchy and ruin. Are we prepared 
for such a fearfal calamity? 

Do we understand what a servile war 
means? Can we picture to bntselves, with- 
out shuddering at the dread spectacle, the 
scenes of savage riot and dehaachery, or 
carnage and rapine — .icenca of which the 
horrors of tho battle fii;!d can furnish no 
adequate concejition? The conflict of man 
with man is a struggle between equals, but 
a war, in which women and children aud 
old age become the victims, is savage and 
barbarous to the last decree. Surely, tho 
President of tho United States does not de- 
sire to precipitate such a calamity npon the 
country; surely, he does not mean to revive 
within the limits of the United States all 
the horrors of a negro insurrection. If this 
last dire extremity should happe,ji, then we 
may never more expect to see the Union as 
it has been. Then more than one third of 
the land wi'l be converted into a desert, and 
the world will stand aghast at the crimes 
and outrages committed in the name of 
liberty. 

What shall we 8.iy to this remarkable con- 
trast between the President's Inaugural Ad- 
dress, on the 4th of ilarch, 1861, and his 
Proclamation of the 22d of September, 
1862?

Our citizens, for no other reason than tho

Hie judicial department of the govern- 
ment was virtually suppreaaed. The Con-

Even then the Washington govern- 
ment was a revolutionary power built upon 
the ruins of the Constitution, and wielded by 
an unprincipled Executive for the suppres- 
sion of the liljerties of the people.

Planderiag Gen. Taylor's Plantation. 

Walton's daily Montpelier Journal con- 
tldna a letter from a soldier in the 8:h Ver- 
Uont, dated Camp Allemands, August 29ch, 
In which he stetes that on the previous 
Thuraday, the property of Gen. Richard 
Taylor, a son of old General Taylor, (by 
whom it was bequeathed to him.) was con- 
fiscated, the son being DOW in the rebel ar- 
my. The slaves, 150 in number, were de- 
clared emancipated, while tbe plantation 
was plundered by the Union soldiers. Ac- 
cording to the writer: 

It is one of tbe most splendid plantations 
that 1 ever saw. There are on it seven hun- 
dred acres of sugar cane which must rot up- 
on tbe ground if the government do >s not 
harvest lU I wish you could have seen the 
sol d i ers plunder this plantation. A f i er t h e 
stock was driven off, the boys began by or- 
dering the slaves to bring out everything 
there was to eat and drink. They brought 
out hundreds of bottles of wine, eggs, pre- 
served figs and peaches, turkeys, chickens, 
•nd honev iu any quantity. 

I brought away a large camp kettle and 
frying pan that belonged tc old General Tay- 
lor, and also many of his private papers. I 
have one letter of bis own handwriting, and 
many from Secretary Marcy— some from 
General Scott, aad some from tbe traitor 
Floyd. I brought to camp four botf.es of 

claret wine, Lieut. ^brought away half 

a barrel of the best svrup from the sugar 



The ei;eniy have not obtained more than 
fifty recruits in Frankfort and Franklin Co.
